Ihis 
di.sease  is  so  fati.l  because  it  comes  on 
iiusidiously  (chrcmic  cases),  and  is  fre- 
quently not  reaognized  until  beyond 
IhIj).  If  known  an  time  it  is  amenable 
to  medecine.  Quack  medecines should 
be  avoidetl,  and  nobody  should  imag- 
ine that  lie  or  she  has  Bright's  disease 
oecause  some  of  the  symptoms  given 
in  ailvertisements  of  quack  medicines 
are  present.  There  is  no  Bright's  dis- 
sease  without  albumen  in  the  urine, 
and  this  is  so  easily  detected  that  every 
one  should  know  how  to  perform  the 
test.  But  tJie  presence  of  albumen 
does  not  ne<*ssarily  indicate  diseased 
kidneys.  If  it  is  abundantly  and 
(more  particularly)  persistently  pres- 
ent it  is  of  gra.ve  import.— N.  Y.  Trib- 
une.

A  pound  or  so  of  coarsely-crushed 
lin.sced  should  always  be  kept  in  the 
house  bi  an  air-tight  tin,  also  a  tin  of 
mustard  and  camomile-flowers  and 
poppy-hea^ls  for  poultices  and  fomen- 
tation*'. \  bottle  of  disinfecting  fluid 
Ls  an  ijxcellent  adjunct  to  the  medicine 
cliest.  So  is  a  small  wido-mouthe<i 
bottleililliHi  with  the  petals  of  the  large 
white  lily,  soaked  in  Drandy.  A  little 
of  the  lirandy  aiiplied  at  once  to  a 
brui.s«.'\vill  prevent  unsightly  blackness, 
whil.-^^  a,  leaf  laid  on  the  place  draws  out 
intlamntfition.  A  very  neces.sary  as- 
sistant in  mea.suring  dry  medicines  is  a 
pair  of  giaiin  scales,  with  weights  from 
half  a  gi-Htin  to  two  drachms;  and  for 
liquids,  a  glass  drop  measure,  and  a 
glass,  tea  and  tablespoon  measure.— 
Philadelpliia  Call. 


Does  Habit  .'Make  Decency  in  Dress. 

What  is  it  that  constitutes  decency 
in  dress?  Clearly  nothing  but  habit. 
The  custom  of  the  particular  society 
or  subjcHjt  matter  concerned— in  ordin- 
ary language,  convention.  This  seems 
strange  to  some  people;  but  it  is  most 
certainly  true  that  there  is  no  absolute 
rule  as  to  what  drapery  is  or  is  not  de- 
cent. Even  in  the  same  society  the 
conditions  vary  enormously.  L'seand 
custom  alone  determine  the  becoming. 
A  Turkish  lady  is  shockc-d  if  a  strange 
man  sees  her  without  a  yashmak  and 
a  monstrous  bundle  of  wraps.  So 
conventional  is  this  covering  of  the 
face  that  a  Mu.ssulnian  peasant  woni- 
an  surpriscxi  in  the  field  will  often  veil 
it  with  her  only  petticoat. 

Travellers  tell  us  that  a  well-bred 
African  woman  blushes  to  be  seen  for 
the  first  time  in  clothes.  The  unusual 
use  of  dotliing  appears  to  her  s<',arcely 
de<'ent.  Custom,  habit,  and  conven- 
tion decide  the  matter  .'tniong  our- 
selves. .\  pure  cottage  girl  in  Conne- 
niara,  who  sleejjs  in  a  room  with  men 
and  never  owned  stockings,  would 
feel  uneasy  in  the  ball  dress  of  a  Prin- 
cess. The  Princess  would  almost  suffer 
death  rather  than  share  her  cottage 
for  a  week.  If  the  daughters  of  liconi- 
das  went  to  a  drawing-room  at  Buck- 
ingham Palace  in  their  Spartan  tuiii</s, 
they  would  probably  cause  as  great  a 
flutter  as  they  woilld  feel  themselves.

Luxuriant  Summer  Homes. 

Newport  Correapondence  of  the  Boston 
Journal. 
Very  few  people  can  realize  the  ex- 
tent and  beauty  as  well  of  course,  as 
the  cost  of  maintenance  oi  some  of 
the  summer  residences  in  this 
city  that  are  the  homes  of  the 
wealthy,  who  leave  their  town  life  only 
becauss  the  heat  compels  them,  and 
the  object  of  many  of  whom  in  coming 
here  is  to  recuperate  their  strength  and 
be  in  readiness  for  the  coming  winter 
season's  excitement  and  gayety.    The 

incomes  of  some  of  these  people  must 
be  enormous,  or  they  couldn't  stand 
it.  Take,  for  instance,  Mr.  Pierre, 
Lorillard,  of  New  York.  His  place 
here,  is  estimated  to  be  worth  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $300,000.  At  eight 
per  cent,  that  means  $24,000  a  year, 
and  for  a  ten  weeks'  occupancy  that  is 
$2,400  a  week.  There  is,  in  addition 
to  this,  the  cost  ot  stabling,  servants, 
grounds  and  green-houses,  which 
in  some  cases  is  enormous.  The 
grounds  of  some  are  made  the  special 
hobby.  Particularly  is  this  the  ca.se 
with  Mrs.  Gardner  Brewer,  a  well 
known  society  lady  of  Boston  and 
this  city,  who,  with  her  daughter,  Mi.ss 
Brewer,  who  is  one  of  the  most  popu- 
lar society  ladies  here,  entertain  very 
elegantly,  and  maintain  the  reputa- 
tion of  their  city  home  for  generous 
hospitality.  In  1877  Mrs.  Brewer  anil 
Miss  Brewer  gave  a  fete  champetre  in 
aid-of  the  Old  South  Church  of  Boston, 
a  full  account  of  which  was  given  in 
the  Journal  at  the  time. 

The  band  of  the  C.  S.  Artillery  dis- 
coursed fine  music,  which  is  always 
attractive,  but  the  great  attraction  to 
the  hundreds  of  fashionable  and 
wealthy  people  who  tiocketl  to  Finis- 
terre,  the  name  of  the  lovely  summer 
home  of  the  Brewers,  was  not  the 
charming  sounds  that  might  chance 
to  be  heard  from  the  instruments  of 
expert  musicians,  but  the  lovely — 
grand,  in  fact — displav  of  flowers  and 
tropical  plants,  which  were  the  pride 
of  that  place. 

But  if  they  were  grand  then,  how 
much  more  granil  and  costly  and  beau- 
tiful is  the  collection  that  can  be  seen 
there  to-day.  Both  Mrs.  Brewer  and 
Miss  Brewer  have  excellent  tastes  in 
the  seltHtion  of  plants  ami  bulbs  which 
they  desire  to  rai.se,  .so  that  with  the 
assistance  of  an  expert  gardener  they 
are  able  to  oiitdistaiico  many  of  their 
.social  rivals  in  thecultivation  of  horti- 
culture. In  and  around  the  dwt'lling- 
hoiise  are  to  be  seen  soiiu'  very  costly 
and  rare  orchids  and  cacti,  the  latter 
being  especially  of  great  value.  Deli- 
cate ferns  ami  rare  palms  and  other 
tropical  plants  an-  to  be  seen  in  all 
directions,  soiiu-  t>f  the  ferns  being  liner 
in  texture  ami  weight  than  lace  it.self. 
But  it  is  ill  the  greenhouses  that  the 
most  valuable  plants  are  to  be  found. 
Mrs.  Brewer's  Moral  possessions  ai't* 
worth  scores  upon  scores  of  tliousamls 
of  ilollars,  anil  it  i.-  statuil  that  a))o 
has  in  Europe  and  f'entral  America 
friends  who  are  constantly  on  the 
alert  to  seize  upon  any  tiling 
in  the  way  of  flowers  that  is  new 
or  novel.  Of  the  cat  leva  oi-chirls 
Mrs.  Brewer  is  undoubttvlly  the 
happy  po.sse.ssor  of  the  most 
valuable  plants  in  New^iort  or  Boston 
and  it  is  believed  that  in  the  number 
and  extent  of  variety  of  the  catleya, 
there  is  but  onepersonof  wealth  who.so 
possessions  of  tliis  kind  surpass  hers, 
and  that  is  Mr.  Kr:istiis  I'oriiing.  In 
his  magnilicent  green-houses  at  .\lljivny 
i  he  has  no  less  than  twelve  hundred 
catleyas,  the  market  value  of  which

Current  Notes. 

Tlie  head  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
piissions  in  China  reports  that  10,000 
native  converts  have  been  massacred 
within  ten  years.  Five  while  mis- 
sionaries have  been  lost. 

The  old  Parliaments  of  both  Prance 
and  England  have  finally  adjourned, 
and  will  be  replaced  by  freshly  chosen 
Parliaments  this  autumn.  The  gen- 
eral elections  for  a  now  Chamber  of 
Deputies  in  France  will  take  place  in 
October;  and  those  for  a  new  House  of 
Commons  in  Groat  Britain  and  Ire- 
land will  occur  in  November. 

The  authorities  of  the  Congo  Free 
State  have  forbidden  the  importation 
into  that  country  of  licrcussion  guns 
and  breech  loaders,  and  announce 
that  they  will  line  any  trader  25,000 
francs  who  violates  this  regulation. 
Among  the  largest  articles  of  import 
are  flint  locks  and  very  poor  shot- 
guns made  for  the  African  trade. 
•Traders  are  still  permitted  to  sell  the 
natives  as  many  of  the.se  arms  as  they 
will  buy,  but  in  the  interest  of  the 
public  security  it  has  been  deemed  best 
to  prohibit  the  sale  of  improved 
v^'eapons. 

Any  one  who  has  ever  visited  Kings- 
ton,  Canada,  will  recall  the  round 
towers  whi(  h  form  a  jiai  t  ot  its  ex- 
tensive fortilications.  These,  it  issup- 
pose<l,  were  copied  from  the  similar 
Btnictures  on  the  coast  of  Irelaml, 
which  are  about  to  be  demolished. 
The  Irish  towers  were  built  at  the 
time  when  Lord  Cornwalhs  was  Vice- 
roy of  Ireland,  at  the  su^estion  of  the 
Duke  of  Richmond,  who  had  heard 
that  the  town  of  Martello,  in  Corsica, 
had  by  means  of  similar  defenses  suc- 
cessfully resisted  the  attack  of  a  tleet. 
This  Duke  of  Richmond  afterweird  be- 
came Governor  General  of  Canada, 
and  It  was  during  ins  career  tliat these 
Alartello  towers  were  built  for  Kings- 
ton, then  the  capital  of  the  uniteti 
provinces  of  Upin^r  and  I^ower  Can- 
ada. His  dt\ith  occurred  in  JHlb 
from  hydrophobia,  prpduced  by  the 
bite  of  a  fox.

The  following  bulletin  was  issued  froir, 
Cardinal  McClosky's  residence  in  New  York 
by  the  clergy  in  charge: 

His  eminence,  the  cardinal,  has  had  foi 
over  two  days  a  change  in  his  condition 
which  renders  him  very  weak  and  appar- 
ently in  great  divngcr  of  death,  so  much  bo 
that  it  was  considcrecl  prudent  to  adminis- 
ter to  him  the  last  sacrament. 

Rev.  Thomas  G.  Preston,  chancellor  and 
vicar  general  of  the  diocese,  admiuiatered 
the  last  rights  to  his  eminence.  Iu  conver- 
sation with   a    reporter    FaUier    Preston 

said: 

The  cardinal  was  a  little  bit  brighter  to- 
day, and,  wliile  very  los-  and  weak,  was 
quite  cheerrul.  His  condition,  however, 
leaves  us  little  hope.  His  advanc- 
ed years,  and  the  disease  from 
which  he  has  beer,  suffering,  together  with  11 
severe  cold  lecently  contracted  by  him, 
have  ha<I  a  tendency  to  hasten  his  end.  Ho 
has  lived  a  long  life  of  usefulness,  and  hiJ 
reputation  as  an  ecclesiastic  is  world-wide. 
Of  course,  in  the  event  of  his  death,  the 
oilice  of  cardinal  will  not  be  vacant  long, 
because  his  g'ace  Archbishop Corrigan  is co- 
'Hdjutor  bishop,  with  the  right  of  succes- 
sion, and  he  would  iKcome  cardinal  im- 
mediately, without  the  necessity  of  confir- 
mation by  the  authorities  in  Rome.  A  cir- 
cular has  been  issued  by  the  cathedral 
functionaries  to  all  the  churches  in  tlie 
diocese  asking  for  the  prayers  of  the  faith- 
ful for  his  eminence.  Theffdlowingbulletin 
was    issued    by    the    cardinal's   secretary: 

The  cardinal  made  his  usual  profession 
of  faith  and  received  the  holy  viaticum  by 
tho  ministration  of  Archbishop  Corrigan. 
There  were  present  Right  Rev.  Bishop 
Laiighlin  of  Brooklyn,  Monsignora  Quinn 
and  I'arlev.  Rev.  Dr.  McDonnell,  Rev.  F. 
Donlue.sse.S.  J.,  and  the  Catholic  priests. 
A  dispatch  from  the  pope  was  received  ex- 
pressing his  deep  sorrow,  and  giving  hit 
apostolic  blessing.

A  Washington  letter  states  that  Chief 
Justice  Waite  has  derived  very  great  bene- 
fit from  his  three  monllis'  trip  abroad. 
Some  of  the  Knglish  paper*,  ju.st  before  he 
Bailed  for  home,  expre.s.sed  regret  tliatmore| 
attention  had  not  been  paid  him, and  rather 
chided  tho  beinh  an<l  bar  for  failing  to  en- 
tertain him,  but  thechieljusticehftsnocom- 
plaints  to  make  on  this  score.  Before  he 
left  the  United  States  his  physicians  advised 
him  that  it  he  expected  to  recuperate,  he 
must  avoid  all  excitement,  and  particularly 
to  abstain  from  the  pleasures  and  tempta- 
tions of  set  entertainments.  Following  this 
advice,  he  kept  out  of  fashionable  circles 
as  much  as  possible,  spending  only  about 
two  weeks  of  his  time  ia  London  and  giving 
the  remainder  of  his  stay  to  (piiet  enjoy- 
ment in  the  beautiful  rural  districtsof  Eng- 
land and  Scotland.  On  several  oceasions 
he  accepted  invitations  of  distinguished 
members  of  the  bench  to  sit  by  them  while 
in  the  discharge  of  their  odicial  duties, 
ami  lie  was  much 
comparison     between 

Kngland  ami  America.  In  lOngland, 
the  chief  justice  says,  tho  jinlges 
decide  (piestions  much  more  promptly  and 
in  fewer  words  than  in  the  United  States. 
.\t  the  closi-  of  important  cases  in  Kngland 
the  presiding  judges  will  often  consult  a 
moment  or  two  and  announce  their  decis- 
ion before  leaving  thi:  bench— so  different 
from  the  practice  in  the  United  States, 
where  jmlges  will  t.ike  days  aird  weeks  to 
get  their  decisions  ready,  and  then  put 
them  in  tho  form  of  lengthy  essays.

Growing  Pannios.

This  is  one  of  the  most  popular  flow- 
ers, and  though  it  is  popular  and  to 
be  found  in  most  gardens  compara- 
tively few  people  understand  its  culti- 
vation with  a  view  of  obtaining  the 
finest  flowers.  They  will  go  into  the 
grounds  of  the  florist  and  express 
amazement  at  the  great  size  and 
beauty  of  the  panSies  they  see  there, 
will  forthwith  purchase  a  supply  for 
their  own  planting,  and  will  be  charm- 
ed with  them,  and  be  determined  to 
grow  the  same  on  their  own  premises 
though  their  previous  efforts  have  so 
signally  failed.  When  asked  how  they 
had  been  growing  them,  they  often  re- 
ply: "I  got  .some,  but  they  are  so 
small."  When  told  that  they  should 
sow  the  seed  of  the  finest  of  those  ob- 
tained from  the  florist  as  soon  as  the 
s|(cd  was  matured- .<ay  some  time  in 
August— and  that  was  the  only  way 
to  have  fine  lai-ge  flowers,  the  idea 
was  jumped  at.  That  is  the  way  to 
get  them.  Every  August  the  .seed  of 
the  largest  and  most  desirable  should 
be  sown,  and  the  old  ones  dug  up  and 
thrown  away.  .\nd  we  should  say 
cliat  this  is  easy  enough  to  do  when  it 
is  once  known.  In  the  winter  the 
plants  should  belightly  covered.  There 
are  new  pansies  advertise<l  every 
year,  but  any  one,  grow  ing  them  care- 
fully and  taking,  as  we  say,  the  .seed 
from  the  best  every  year,  will  1>e  as 
likely  as  anybody  to  have  large,  new- 
kinds  and  will  thus  .save  the  expense 
of  purchasing  thorn,  which,  at  most, 
last  only  for  a  single  blooming. 

Lesson  for  Parental  and  Teachers. 

As  a  nic;ins  of  inllueiicc,  the  habit 
of  bringing  faults  and  weaknesses  to 
the  front  cannot  be  too  strongly  con- 
demned. It  kills  sympathy  and  fos- 
ters a  repellent  attitude  that  rejects 
all  overtures,  however  well  intende<l 
they  may  be.  It  actually  incre.nses 
the  verj-  evils  it  deplores  by  keeping 
them  constantly  in  view.  I'arentsand 
teachers  often  make  this  fatal  mis- 
take. Anxious  to  cure  a  fault,  but 
thoroughly  unphilosojihical  in  their 
methods,  they  harj)  continually  upon 
it  ami  keep  leminiling  the  child  of  its 
presence,  its  I'liormity,  and  its  d;iii- 
gers,  until  at  length  he  comes  to  regard 
it  as  a  necessary  p;irt  of  himself.  An 
experienced  eflucator  says  that  an  in- 
f.illible  way  to  make  a  boy  irreclaim- 
ably  stupid  is  to  assure  him  const.int- 
ly  that  he  is  so;  and  the  sameis  e<|ual- 
iy  true  of  most  other  faults.  Only 
through  good  can  we  proiluco  good; 
and,  if  we  would  truly  help  or  improve 
another,  we  must  find  out  the  best 
thing  that  is  in  him,  and  from  that 
point  must  we  try  to  develop  that 
which  is  Licking.  Let  us  ever  iiear  in 
mind  that  goodness  and  truth  go  hand 
in  liand,  and  that  to  discover,  to  wel- 
come, and  emphasize  the  one  is  the 
surest  way  to  attain  the  other  in  its 
fullness.

Horse  Stables. 

The  condition  and  health  of  a  horse 
depends  very  much  upon  the  kind  of 
stable  it  is  kept  in.  There  are  horses 
which  suffer  from  disease  of  the  eyes, 
from  coughs,  from  scratches  and  other 
skin  diseases,  all  of  which  a  re  produced 
by  the  pungent  foul  air  in  the  stables. 
Farmers  aiid  others  who  have  horses 
will  take  pains  to  keep  their  carriages 
and  harness  iirotected  from  thestrong 
ammoniacal  air  of  the  stables  lest  the 
leather  may  be  rotted  or  the  varnish 
dulled  and  spotted;  and  at  the  same 
time  they  will  wonder  why  their  horses 
cough,  or  have  weak  eyes  or  moon- 
blindness,  or  suffer  from  other  diseases, 
which,  if  they  would  only  think  for  a 
few  minutes,  they  would  re.adily  per- 
ceive are  due  to  the  foul  air  the  an- 
imals are  compelled  to  breathe  every 
night  in  the  year,  while  confined  in 
clo.se,  badly  ventilated  stables.  The 
remedy  is  very  easy.  The  stables 
should  be  kept  clean;  this  will  prevent 
the  greater  part  of  the  mischief;  and 
it  .should  be  well  ventilated.  Thefloor 
should  be  properly  drained,  so  that 
the  liriuid  will  not  remain  on  it,  to  be 
absorbed,  and  decompose,  and  pro- 
duce the  pungent  vapors  of  ammonia, 
which  are  so  injurious  to  the  eyes, 
nostrils,  throat,  and  lungs;  tmd  this 
licjuid  waste  should  be  carried  away 
tf)  some  place  where  it  can  be  absorb- 
ed, and  utilized.  The  floor  should  be 
washed  oti  at  least  twice  a  week  with 
plenty  ot  water  and  then  liberally 
sprinkled  with  finely  gi^ound  gypsum 
([ilaster),  wlii<li  will  combine  with  the 
ammonia  and  fix  it.  A  solution  of 
copperas  (sulphate  of  iron)  will  have 
the  same  result.  Lastly,  the  floor 
should  be  supplied  with  absorbent  lit- 
ter, which  should  be  remove<l  when  it 
is  soiled.  Ventilation  should  be  pro- 
vidwl  in  such  a  way  as  to  avoid  cold 
drafts.  Smallopenings,  which  may  be 
easily  closed  withaslide,  may  be  ma<ie 
in  the  outer  wall  near  thefloor,  and  sim- 
ilar ones  near  the  ceiling  or  in  the  roof, 
through  which  the  foul  air  can  escape. 
Pure  air  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
to  the  well-being  of  horses.  As  an  in- 
8t;ince  of  it  maybe  mentioned  the  fact 
thjit  in  the  English  cavalry  stables  a 
complete  system  of  ventilation  reduced 
the  average  loss  of  horses  from  the 
deailly  disease,  glanders,  from  one 
hundred  and  thirty-two  per  thousand 
yearly  to  nine  in  the  thousand; 
and  when  a  similar  improvemout  was 
ma<le  in  the  French  army  stables,  the 
precentage  of  death  was  reduced  ui  a 
similar  ratio,  with  a  still  larger  de- 
crea.se  of  milder  ailments. — American 
Agriculturist. 


UviiiK  too  Fast. 

Dr.  Hitchcock,  the  professor  of  ath- 
letics at  Amherst  college,  has  been  try- 
ing to  explain  why  we  do  not  live 
longer.  He  thinks  that  we  conden.se 
into  forty  years  the  work  that  should 
bo  extended  over  a  jx-'riod  of  seventy 
years.  Men's  heads  are  prematurely 
bankrupt;  their  stomachs  are  worn 
out;  their  hearts,  kidneys,  muscles  a  re 
overworked;  and  then,  as  if  to  put  .a 
climax  upon  the  whole  ordering  of  life 
upon  the  present  plan,  he  .says:  "If  the 
use  of  tobacto  increases  during  the 
present  as  it  has  during  the  past 
twenty-five  years,  we  shall  not  only 
know  of  sudden  death  from  heart  and 
brain  injuries  consequent  upon  it,  but 
we  shall  see  in  the  Anglo-Saxon  race 
men  ema.sculated  and  sorely  deficient 
in  muscular  St  renuth.  Alack  of  con- 
trol over  our  bodily  and  mental  func- 
tions is  one  reason  why  we  live  forty 
in.stead  of  seventy  years."

Among  the  individual  anim.ilswhicli 
we  examined  w.'is  the  cow  .Egis,  now 
eleven  years  old,  and  from  her  ample 
size  and  capacious  udder,  noonecotild 
hesitate  to  receive  the  statement  that 
she  had  yielded  in  a  day  not  less  than 
88  pounds  5  ounces  of  milk,  and  had 
made  in  a  week  19  pounds  10  ounces 
of  butter.  Shehasgiven  1*).82.'{  pounds 
of  milk  in  a  year,  and  before  dropping 
her  last  calf  weighed  l,i>rl.'>  pounds. 
The  quantity  she  gives  reiiuires 
milking  four  times  in  twi-nty- 
four  hours.  The  cow  Aaggie  (of 
which  a  good  portrait  was  given  in 
the  Country  (lentlem.ii),  page  lOO,  of 
1882),  also  eleven  years  old.  is  noted 
for  being  the  lirst  cow  that  gave  over 
18,000  pounds  of  milk  in  a  year,  ami 
84  pounds  12  ounces  in  a  day.  .\ag- 
gie  Koss  has  a  high  record,  and  at  her 
present  r.ate,  her  ye.ir.  which  ends  on 
July  7.  will  exceed  20.(K)0  pounds  of 
milk,  or  10  tons!  In  the  same  field  we 
saw  three  cows  which  ha<l  exceeded 
19.000  pounds  each.  .V  two-year,  for 
which  §4,200  was  paid  when  she  w.is 
eight  months  old.  came  from  a  dam 
which  made  99  pounds  7  ounces  of 
butter  in  HO  consecutive  days,  win- 
ning as  we  are  informetl.  the  silver  cup 
from  the  Jersey  cow  Mary  Anne  of  St. 
Lambert.  We  .saw  a  la  rue  number  of 
two-year-old  heifers,  thirty-live  of 
which  had  averaged  44  pouiuls  of  milk 
in  a  day,  and  sixteen  of  them  aver- 
aged 50  pounds." 

Cookery. 

Che.\p  and  Good  Bakixo-Powder.- 

Sift  together  three  or  four  times,  1-2 
pounds bakingsoda,  1-4 pound  tartar- 
ic .acid  and  1  pound  corn  starch. 
Very  excellent. 

PoTPii-:  DiMPi.tNos. — When  making 
these,  the  moment  they  are  done  and 
the  cover  liftetl,  pierce  each  one  with  a 
fork,  which  will  make  them  much 
lighter. 

Corn  Stau(H  Cakk.— 1  cup  white 
sugar.  2  eggs.  1 -2  cup  butter.  1-4  cup 
corn  starcli.  1-2  cup  sweet  milk,  1  te.a- 
spoonful  cream  tart.ir,  1-2  teaspoon- 
lul  so<la,  1  1-2  cups  flour. 

Good  Ckeap  Cakk.— 1  egg,  1  cup  su- 
gar, 2-;i  cup  sweet  milk,  12-3  cups 
of  flour,  a  small pieieof  butter  orlard. 
1  teaspoonful  creamof  tartar,  1-2 tea- 
spoonful  .soda,  flavor  to  taste. 

Laykr  Cake.— Sift  1  1-2  cups  flour 
and  1  teaspoonful  baking-powder  to- 
gether. 1  egg,  1  cup  sugar,  one  table- 
spoonful  butter,  a  pinch  of  salt  and  1-2 
cup  water  (or  milk).  Beat  .all  togeth- 
:  er  and  bake  in  threelayei-s.  Jelly  may 
1  be  sprea<l  between  the  layers. 

Lk.mon  Pre.—  1  lemon  cut  fine,  1 
,  cup  sugar.  2  cujjs  water,  boil  these  to- 
gether a  few  minutes.  Beat  one  ej^j 
and  a  large  spoonful  of  Hour,  add  a 
little  cold  water,  stir  this  into  the 
boiling  mass  and  let  it  cook  a  few  min- 
utes.   This  makes  two  pies. 

I  CooKiKS. — 2  cups  sugar,  2  eggs,  one 
1  very  full  cup  of  butter,  1  teaspoonful 
saleratus  boiled  in  1-2  cup  of  water. 
and  not  used  until  cold;  nutmeg  or 
caraway  seeds;  mix  eggs,  sugar  and 
butter  lightly  together,  and  make  stiff 
enough  to  roll  out  well,  and  then  bake. 

'      Cinnamon  Roli-s.— Take  off  enough 
i  bread  dough  to  make  a  pan  of   bis- 
cuits.   Thoroughly    mix  into   this  a 


One  Use  For  .Straw. 

Tliose  who  rai.se  clowr  can  find  a 
profitable  way  in  which  to  utilize  the 
surplus  straw.  The  value  of  clover 
hay  depenils  upon  the  ;-uring.  If  ex- 
posed to  sun  and  dew  until  thoroughly 
drietl,  it  will  be  bleached,  and  half  its 
value  gone  in  the  process.  It  must  be 
]>ut  uj)  as  green  as  possible.  Right 
here  straw  comes  in  as  a  preservative. 
Whether  theclover  be  put  in  a  bay  or 
in  the  stack,  by  the  free  u.se  of  straw 
it  may  be  put  up  almost  green,  and 
kept  without  danger  of  heating  and 
burning.  By  alternating  the  .straw  and 
clover  in  layers,  the  dry  straw  will 
absorb  the  moisture  of  the  clover,  an<l 
.so  cut  off  the  connection  that  general 
heat  in  the  mass  will   be  impo.ssible. 

Not  only  is  the  clover  preserved  in 
its  natural  good  qualities,  but  the  in- 
intervening  layers  of  straw  seem  to 
imbibe  a  part  of  the  aroma  of  the  clo- 
ver. .\t  any.  rate,  it  is  readily  eaten 
by  the  cattle  in  Winter,  and  I  think 
it  much  better  for  them  to  have  a 
mixture  of  this  kind  than  a  sole  diet 
of  dusty  clover. 

Where  one  is  ,a  little  short  of  hay, 
this  ))lan  helps  wonderfully  to  splice 
out  the  fodder  supply.  It  is  needless 
to  .say  that  the  straw  should  be  bright 
and  clean.  Oat  straw  is  the  best  for 
this  purpo.se,  but  any  will  do.  Now 
th.it  th(!  barns  are  nearly  e.-r.^ity,  the 
straw  may  be  hauled  inside  and  put 
where  it  can  be  u.sedonthe  bay  in  hay- 
in-.,' time.  It  will  serve  .another  pur- 
pose in  this  way,  and  make  just  as 
good  manure  in  the  end,  as  if  scattered 
in  the  vards. 
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Agricultural  Miscellany. 

Each  hen  in  a  liou.se  should  have 
one  foot  of  space  on  the  roosts.  One 
hundred  hens  then  wouM  require  four 
roosts  2.")  feet  long,  and  to  prevent  the 
lii-ns  crowding  too  much  upon  the  top 
roost  these  should  be  all  on  the  same 
level.  The  roosts  .should  be  one  !oot 
apart  and  be  arranged  in  a  frame 
hinged  to  the  wall,  so  they  can  be  lift- 
eel  and  liooked  up  for  the  purpose  of 
cleaning.  The  roosts  will  take  up 
four  feet,  and  there  should  be  25  by 
12  feet  on  the  floor  inside,  and  should 
be  at  least  six  feet  high  in  the  rear  and 
nine  feet  high  in  the  front,  with  ample 
ventilation. 

Forest  trees  are  now  felled  with  dy- 
namite. A  cartridge  of  the  explosive 
substance  is  placed  in  a  channel  bored 
directly  under  the  tree  to  bo  operated 
upon,  and  when  exploded  the  tree  i.s- 
sinqily  forced  up  bodily  and  falls  in- 
tact on  its  side.  In  most  instances  it 
is  found  that  the  free  is  not  fractured 
by  the  force  of  the  explosion;  a  large 
proportion  of  valuable  wood  at  the 
base  of  the  trunk  can  be  utilized  which 
is  now  lost.  For  clearing  forest  prop- 
erties this  method  is  admii  ably  adapt- 
e<l,  as  it  brings  up  the  loot  of  the  tree 
at  the  one  operation,  and  di.spen.ses 
with  the  tt^lious  and  costly  process  of 
grubbing  the  roots  of  the  felled  timber. 

The  currant  is  one  of  the  most  easi- 
ly grown  fruits.  It  succeeds  \x\>o\\ 
any  kind  of  soil;  produces  a  crop  of 
some  kind  even  under  the  most  neg- 
lectfid  culture.  But  it  well  repays  care 
and  good  treatment.  In  a  rich,  light 
loam  of  well  cultivatetl  and  manured 
clay  it  gi-ows  luxuriantly  and  bears 
Ifirge  and  hi;;li  flavored  berries.  The 
best  method  of  propagation  is  by  cut- 
tings of  the  previous  year's  wood,  set 
out  in  rows  a  foot  apart  and  trans- 
planted to  permanent  beds  ^  feet 
apart  each  way  the  next  year.  Liber- 
al applications  of  manure  spread 
nround  the  Dushes  every  Fall  will  pro- 
duie  a  heavy  crop  every  year  after  the 
third  from  setting  out  the  cuttings. 
It  increases  by  sprouts  from  the  roots, 
and  the  wood  should  be  thinned  out 
as  it  is  replaced  by  the  new  growth. 
The  young  bushes  should  be  trans- 
plantetl  early  in  the  Spring. 

The  forests  of  New  England  now 
have  a  chance  to  recover  from  the  dis- 
ease of  the  ax.  Fifteen  years  ago  hartl 
wood  sold  at  $8  per  cord  within  25 
miles  of  Boston,  wliere  coal  was  easy 
to  obtain.  Now  $5  and  $6  are  large 
prices.  Birch  wood  then  brought  §0 
now  $3  and  S4.  Fire-wood  is  worth 
little  more  than  the  cost  of  cutting 
and  drawing  to  market,  in  many 
places.  Thus  in  coal  Nature  provides 
compensation  for  the  scarcity  of  wood, 
ami  meansfor  thereclothing  of  her  na- 
kedness with  the  stout  and  wondrous 
garment  woven  of  tree  and  shrub,  of 
which  her  child,  Man,  has  robbed  her.

Tliose  who  rai.se  clowr  can   lind    a 
profitable  way  in  which  to  utilize    the  I 
surplus  straw.    The    value    of    clover' 
hay  depends   upon   the   I'liring.     Ifex-j 
posed  to  sun  ;md  dew  until  thoroughly 
dried,  it  will  be  bleached,  and   half   its 
value  gone  in  the  process.     It  must  be 
put  u))  as    green    as  possible.     Right 
here  St  raw  <'onies  in  as  a  iire.servative. 
Whether  theclover  be  put  in  a  bay  or 
in  the  st.ick,  by  the  free  use  of   straw  1 
it  iii.iy  be  put   up  almost  green,   and  ' 
kept  without   danger  of  lie.it iiig  and 
burning.     By  altern;itingthestr;iw  and 
clo\eriii  Layers,    tlii;    dry    straw    will 
.tbsorb  tlu' moisture  of  the  clover,  and 
,so  cut  otY  the  connection  that  geiier.il 
heat  in  the  mass  will   bo  impossible. 

Not  only  is  the  clover  preserved  in

The 
latest  crime  in  this  line  is  noted  by 
n»e  Caterer  and  relates  to  the  com- 
monest gra<les  of  coffee,  which,  the 
authority  quoted  says,  are  now  so 
:iianipulated  by  poisonous  coloring  iu- 
»redients  as  to  resemble  tioverument 
•Java  BO  closely  as  to  render  it  iin- 
jKjssible  for  fc.xijerts  to  de<-ect  the  im- 
position. 


A  peculiar  feature  of  the  small-i)0.ic 
.'•pideniic  in  ^fontreal  is  that  the 
deaths  are  largely  conlinetl  to  children 
and  mfants.  Only  about  eij;ht  per 
f-ent.  of  the  dead  thus  far  are  adultf. 
During  the  month  of  September  «>97 
deaths  from  small-po.x  occureil  in 
the  city.  <.>f  these  000  were  children 
under  ten  years  of  age.

The  Folkething  may  be  de- 
jiemled  upon  to  push  its  light  against 
the  Crown  with  even  greater  virulence, 
and  may  very  easily  prwipitate  the 
anarchy  which  has  long  seeme«l  to  be 
overhanging  Denmark.  Tlie  fight  is 
the  light  of  the  j>eople  against  auto- 
crasy,  the  common  citizen  against  a 
land-owning  nobility;  and  in  the  long- 
run  the  people  njuat  win,  as  they  ha\u 
already  won  in  Norway.

What  the  American  Woman  Wants. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Woman  Sufferage  Association,  held  at  Min- 
neapolis, Minn.,  H.  B.  Blackwell,  from  the 
business  committee,  presented  a  series  of 
resolutions,  which  were  discussed,  slightly 
altered  and  adopted  in  the  following  form: 

The  American  Woman  Suffrage  associa- 
tion, at  its  seventeenth  annual  meeting 
in  this  beautiful  city  of  the  new 
Northwest,  reaffirms  the  American 
principal  of  free  representative  govern- 
ment, and  demand  its  application  to  wom- 
an. ••G')verniu?nt.s  d?rivc'  their  just 
powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governe<l," 
and  women  are  governed;  "taxation  with- 
out representation  is  tyranny,"  and  women 
are  taxed;  "all  political  powers  inheres  in 
the  people,"  and  one-half  of  the  people  are 
women. 

Rettulved,  Tliat  women,  as  the  sisters, 
wives  and  mothora  of  men,  have  special 
rights  to.  protect  and  special  wrongs  to 
remedy;  tbiiat  their  votes  will  represent  in  a 
special  sense- the  interest  of  the  home;  that 
the  eijual  co-operation  of  the  sexes  isessen 
tialaiiketoa  happy  home,  a  refined  so 
ciety,  aChriatian  church  an  J  a  republican 
state. 

And,  whereas,  under  the fe<1eral  constitu- 
tion "all  persons  born  or  naturalized  in 
the  Cnited  States  are  citizens  thereof  and 
of  the  states  in  which  they  reside,"  and  by 
the  d«rci»ion  of  the  Cnited  States  courts 
"women  are  citizens  and  may  l>e  made 
voters  by  appropriate  state  li-gislation," 
therefore  resolved. 

First— That  the  officers  of  this  society 
memorialize  congre8.s  at  its  next  session  in 
behalf  of  a  statute  guaranteeing  women 
suffrage  in  the  territories;  also  of  a  consti- 
tiitionul  amendment  prohibiting  political 
distinctions  on  account  of  sex. 

Second— That  while  we  do  not  under- 
value any  form  <Sf  agitation,  state  or 
national,  we  hold  that  practical  wom- 
en suffrage  can  at  present  l>e  best 
promoted  by  urging  legislative  as  well  as 
constitutional  changes,  and  by  appealing 
to  state  as  well  as  national  authority; 
therefore  we  urge  the  establishment  of  act- 
ive state  societies  in  every  state,  unite 
their  working  centers  in  the  state  capitals 
ami  their  corresponding  committees  in 
every  repn^sentative  district. 

Tliiril— That  in  every  state  at  each  ses- 
sion of  its  legislature  ]>etitions  should  be 
presented  by  its  own  citizens  asking  for 
woman  suffrage  by  statute  in  all  elections, 
and  for  all  ofHcers  not  expressly  limited  by 
the  word  male  in  the  state  constitution; 
also  for  a  constitutional  amendment 
striking  out  the  word  "male." 

Fourth— That  school  suffrage  having 
been  secured  for  women,  by  statute,  in 
twelve  states,  our  next  demand  should  be 
lor    full  municipal  suffarage  by  statute. 

Resolved,  That  our  special  thanks  are 
due  to  Maj.  .1.  \.  bickler  and  the  majority 
of  both  hou.'4es  of  the  Dakota  legislature, 
who  extended  suffrage  last  spring  to  the 
women  of  that  territory,  iind  we  trust  that 
the  liberty-loving  men  of  Dakota  will  se- 
cure the  removal  of  the  governor  who  by 
his  veto  remanded  ."iO.OOO  women  to  con- 
tinued di.sfraiichiseiiient.

The  Groat  Funeral  of  Carilinal  McCIoskjr. 

New  York  Special;  Five  thousanil  people 
wi-re  gathered  within  the  walls  of  the  cathe- 
dral. While  the  throng  was  waiting  the 
opening  of  the  soleinn  re<|uiein  services,  the 
Papal  Zouaves  in  gold  lace  and 
bright  uniforms  marched  down  the 
center  aisle  and  took  up  u  position 
about  the  catafalque.  A  moment  later  the 
doors  of  thesacristy  were  flung  o|>en,  anda 
long  procession  of  white  rolMjs  a  ml  acolytes 
filed  down  the  steiis  to  the  seats  directly  in 
front  of  thehii^h  altar.  There  was  a  mo- 
ment of  hushed  expectancy  as  FutherTam- 
niel  waved  hisliands,  and  then  the  stillness 
was  broken  by  (iriests  as  they  chanted  the 
oftice  of  the  rleiul.  I'lie  200  voices  of  the 
pricdts  and  b  i.vs,  mellowed  by  thedistance, 
sounded  sweetly  to  the  ear  of  the  waiting 
congn",;ation.  Tlie  boys  chanted  one  line. '>t 
the  psi'.lni  and  the  priests  thesecond.  Then 
came  the  sin,;iiig  of  Psalm  94.  It  was  not, 
however,  until  the  priests  came  to  the  mis- 
erere that  the  full  richness  and  beauty  ol 
the  well  traiiu>d  voices  of  the  chancel  choir 
were  brtuight  out.  In  all  probabilitynoth- 
ins  like  the  singing  of  these  priests  and  boys 
has  ever  been  heard  in  thecity.  Firstcaino 
the  singing  of  the  Latin  lines  by  the  bo.y 
tenors,  to  which  res|ioii(led  theharinoiiized 
voices  of  the  priests.  The  notes  of  thechant 
flowe<l  upward  among  the  great  arches  ot 
the  cathedral,  and  being  reflected  by  the 
pillars,  were  thrown  backward  and  fopward 
until  they  died  awa.v  in  the  distance. 
Bome  more  psalms  were  then  sung  by  the 
choirs  in  unison,  after  which  came  the 
chanting  of  the  Benedictines.  The  great 
organ  i>ealeil  forth  the

prece<liiig  the  mass,  and  now  two  acolytes 
bearing  liglifeil  candles  in  their  hands,  fol- 
lowed by  a  not  her  procession  of  priests,  came 
slowly  out  from  the  sacristy  and  bowed 
before  the  high  nltar.  Then  came  the  bish- 
ops in  their  somber-hued  garments,  and 
fliially  the  moiisiegnors  and  archbishops. 
Wlien  nil  was  ready  the  choir  chanteil  the 
re«piiem  mass.  The  choir  numbered  over 
one  hiiiidreil  voices.  Archbishop  Corrigan 
was  the  cell-brant  of  the  pontifical  mass. 

The  sermon  was  preached  by  Archbishop 
Gibbons  of  Baltimore  after  the  mass.

Hughes. 

On  tl.e  c'isket  was  a  latin  inscription, 
franslafrd  thus;  "John  with  the  title  of 
JIol.v  Mary  Supra  Minerva,  jiriest  of  the 
Holy  Roman  church.  Cardinal  McCloskey, 
archbishop  of  New  York,  Lived  seventy- 
live  vears  Died  on  the  10th  day  of  Octo- 
ber, i8.sr.."

The  attorney  for  the  uni- 
versity is  now  drafting  a  charter  and  will 
be  incorporated  uni!er  tlie  laws  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia, 

"We  have  now  on  hand,"  said  |iishop 
Ireland  $S00,O(»0,  half  of  which  woo  re- 
reived  through  one  befjuest,  and  the  rest 
through  voluntary  sulMiriiitiong.  Oi)e 
gentleman  from  New  York  subscribeil  $5.- 
OOU,  and  not  a  dollar  has  l>een  begged.  The 
work  of  solicitation  has  not  y^t  begun,  buti 
have  no  doubt  we  shall  have  a  million  qpl- 
jars  by  the  first  of  the  year.  It  is  the  in- 
tention of  the  dire<-tors  to  proceed  at  pnpe 
with  the  ei-ection  of  one  wina.  Work  will 
probably  be  lie:tun  on  it  within  ^ 
few  weeks  and  will  be  continued  during  the 
winter.  The  jjlans  ur.iler  consideration 
contemplato  the  expenditure  ol  $2,50,000 
on  it,  Vou  can  therefore  jmii^ine  what  an 
immense  structure  (he  nniversity  edi^pe 
will  l)C  when  itiscom|)leted.  The  directors 
will  divisc  ways  and  means  for  collecting  of 
money,  and  wjU  also  appoint  a  committee 
to  study  up  the  university  ((ueetioil 
througliout  lli«  Cnited  States  and  in  Eu- 
rope and  to  make  seleeti<ins  for  the  fapul- 
ty.  The  philosophical  and  theological  de- 
part r.ient  lor  the  higher  education  of  ^Ije 
cfergN'  will  be  first  established.  None 
will  lie  admitted  to  the  privileges 
of  the  universit.N'  excejit  those  who 
have  r^t^eived  dif>lou)ns  from  otherinstitu- 
tions.  (!)iirs  will  be  a  university  of  a  grade 
above  anything  thnt  has  yet  been  atei|ipt- 
cd  in  this  country.  Its  course  of  .study  will 
compare  with  the  post  graduate  courses  of 
otljer  higher  educational  institutions.  W« 
phall  have  no  trouble  in  filling  our  chai)M. 
The  plan  of  funding  conteinph-ites  the  en- 
dowment of  each  chair  with  $100,QQ0,  the 
interest  on  which  is  expected  to -provide 
very  handsome  salaries.  The  faculty  ot 
philosophy  and  theology,  of  course,  will  bo 
filled  at  once.  Those  of  law,  science  and 
luodicine  will  follow  onasrapidly  as  pos- 
sible, but  it  is  hardly  possible  that  more 
than  one  faculty  will  be  added  each    year. 


The  Hawkeyo  Robbers'  Retreat. 

Mason  City  Special:  Sheriff  Rosecran^ 
has  arrived  here  altera  week's  tripinsearch 
of  horse  thieves,  who  successfully  operated 
here,  and  reported  that  he  followed 
them  to  Boone,  where  he  lost  all  trace  of 
them  in  the  woods.  In  the  vicinity  of  Boone 
is  a  deusc  forest  covering  upwards 
of  fifty  acres,  and  this  is  known  to  be  the 
rendezvous  of  gangs  ot  the  most  desperate 
thieves,  desperadoes  anil  conterfeitera  in 
the  Northwest.  Recently  Des  Moines  oiiicera 
founda  conterfeiter's  full  outfit  there,  but 
notice  of  thedescent  of  the  officers  was  given 
the  gangand  they  safely  hid  in  thiftrecesses 
of  the  woods.  Tlie  sheriff  states  that  of  the 
many  htindred  stolen  liorees  traced  to  this 
forest  hot'orie  has  ever  betri  recovered,'  ex- 
cept when  li  raid  was  'made  by  a  militia 
company  a  tew  years'  ago,  when  thirteen 
horses  weie  recovered  and  identified  by  their 
6wneKs,  This  unsavory  community  vir- 
tually^live  off  th^i.r  farhiing  neighbors',  who 
unwilljngly  permit  th^  ihroada  upon 
their   p'rodu.ce    afjd    stock,    knowing  that 


forcible  remonstrance  means'lhe  deatruc-  \ 
tionotall  their  belongings,  if  not  themselvea. 
The  principal  raids  for  horses  ire  made  bv 
the  gang  early  in  th^  fall,  and  the  animalH 
are  kept  during  the  winter  in  underground 
stables,  and  in  the  spriilg  taken  in  mia 
inatche<l  pairs  to  the  nearest  market  and 
sold.  Eight  horsfs  stolen  in  Cerro  Gordo 
county  within  2  months,  are  reasonably  be- 
lived  to  l)e  now  in  the  possession  of  these 
knights  of  the  forest,  and  there  is  consider- 
able talk  of  appealing  to  the  governor  for 
military  and  to  secure  their  recovery  and  ; 
arrest  of  the  freebooters,  as  the  civil  au- 
thorities are  powerless  and  at  the  mercy  ; 
of  the  gang  when  onre  deep  in  the  woods, 
and  consetjuently  timid  about  venturing 
there.

The  Government  Claim  Aeainst  Dakota. 

The  act  ot  congress  providing  for  the  tak- 
ing ot  semi-decennial  census  in  the  states 
and  territories,  authorized  the  secretary  ot 
the  intorier  to  pay  half  of  the  cost  ot  "the 
census  where  the  returns  were  filed  with  the 
department  befoi-e  Sept.  1.  Under  the 
terms  ot  that  act  Dokota  and  Col 
orado  took  a  census,  and  presented  their 
accounts  aqiounting  to  $.55,506  in  thecaae 
of  Dakota,  and  $20,673  in  the  case  of  Colo- 
rado, Certificates  for  these  amounts  were 
made  out  by  the  interior  department,  but 
upon  presentation  to  the  treasury  depart- 
ment they  were  canceled,  for  the  reasons 
given  by  the  first  controller  in  the  following 
communication  to  the  secretary  ot  the  in- 
terior: 

In  explanation  of  thecanceled  certificates 
of  this  office  in  the  accounts  ot  Da- 
kota and  Colorado,  for  the  exi^enaes 
of  the  semi-iiecennial  of  1^85  trana- 
mitted  to  your  department  by  the 
register  ot  the  treasury,  I  have  to  state 
that  both  the  territory  and  the  state  are 
indebted  to  the  Cnited  .States  on  account 
ot  the  direct  tax  of  August  5,  1861,  in  the 
sums  of  $3,241.33  and  $21,388.44,  re- 
spectively. In  accordance  with  the  decision 
ot  this  office  in  such  cases  of  indebtedness 
in  account  of  direct  taxes,  it  has  been  de- 
cided that  a  sum  equal  in  amount  to  that 
due  be  withheld  until  further  action  in  such 
cases  has  been  taken.  In  the  case  of  Dako- 
ta $32,205  of  the  amount  ($35,506;  certi- 
fied to  be  due  has  been  directed  to  be  paid, 
and  in  the  case  of  Colorado  no  amount 
has  been  directed  to  be  paid,  as  the  indebt- 
edness is  in  excess  ot  the  amount  certified 
to  be  due.

ExtenslTe  Alaskan  Kxploralions. 

Gen  Nelson  A.  Miles,  has  received  a  tele- 
gram from  Lieut.  Henry  T.  Allen,  of  the 
Second  cavalry,  stating  that  he  had 
arrive<l  safely  at  .S.in  Francisco  after 
his  Alaska  exploration,  having  com- 
pleted a  journey  through  the  regions 
ot  the  far  North,  which,  in  the  opinion 
ot  Gen.  Mile<i,  excelled  all  exploration  on 
the  American  continent  since  Lewis  and 
Clarke,  and  the  world's  record  since  Living- 
ston. Lieut.  Allen  Kit  Sitka  last  February 
and  journeyeil  to  the  north  of  the  Copjier 
river,  which  he  followed  until  he  reached 
the  Alaskan  range  of  mountains.  These 
he  crossed  on  snow  shoes.  In  it- 
self a  marvelous  accomplishment. 
For  seven  hundreil  or  eight  hundred  milea 
he  followed  the  Tennali  until  It  em|>tied  into 
the  Takon,  the  great  river  of  the  North,  to 
its  mouth,  a  distance  of  four  hundred  or 
Hve  hundifd  miles  more.  Cpon  the  comple- 
tion of  his  great  journey,  Lieut.  .-Mien  re- 
paired to  Fort  .'tiicliael,  on  theBehringsea, 
and  returned  on  the  steamer  Corwiii.  The 
exploration  of  the  Teniiah  and  Takt^n  riv- 
ers  has  been  the  ambition  of  explorers  long 
before  Alaska  came  into  the  possession  of 
the  United  States,  but  the  UiissiniiS  failed 
each  time  it  was  attempted.  Since  then 
several  expeditions  by  American  officers 
have  ended  in  failure,  until ainongthearmy 
officers  on  the  Pacific  coasts  the  teat  came 
to  be  considered  well  nigh  impossible.  Lieut. 
Allen's  companions  were  a  sergeant  and  an 
officer  of  the  signal  corps,  together  with 
Indians  w-hom  he  persu.'ided  to  join  him.

What  the  Aiuericau  Woman  W»nti. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Woman  .Siifferage  .\ssociation,  held  at  .Min- 
neapolis, Minn.,  H.  B.  Bhickwell,  from  the 
hiibiuess  cominif  tee.  presented  a  series  of 
resolutifuis,  which  were  discussed,  slightly 
altercil  and  adojited  in  the  folhiwiiig  form: 

The  .\merican  Woman  Suffrage  associa- 
tion, at  its  seventeenth  annual  meeting 
in  this  beautiful  city  of  the  new 
Northwest,  reaflirms  the  Americin 
principal  of  free  representative  govern- 
ment, and  denumd  its  application  to  wom- 
an. "••  iverniiiints  d-^riv..'  their  just 
powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed," 
a n<l  women  iire  governed;  "taxation  with- 
out representation  is  tyranny,"  and  women 
are  taxed;  '"all  political  p<iwers  inheres  in 
the  jijople,"  and  one-half  of  the  people  are 
women. 

Ke^jlved,  That  wuinen,  as  the  sisters, 
wives  and  mothers  of  men,  have  special 
rights  to.proteit  and  B|>ecial  wrongs  to 
reme<ly;  tliat  their  votes  will  represent  in  a 
special  sense  the  interest  of  the  home;  that 
the  e<|ual  co-o|i«'ration  of  the  sexes  isessen 
tiaLaliketoa  hapfiy  home,  a  refined  so 
ciety,  a  C'hristiun  ciiurch  an  J  a  republican 
state. 

.\nd,  whereaa.  under  the  federal  constitu- 
tion "all  per.-^ons  born  or  nafiiialized  in 
the  I'liitctI  States  are  citizens  tlereof  and 
of  the  states  in  which  they  reside.  "  and  by 
the  (k-cision  of  the  I'liitefj  States  courts 
"wotnen  are  citizens  and  may  be  made 
voters  by  appropriate  state  legislation," 
thercfori!  resolved. 

I''irsl-That  the  officers  of  this  society 
memorialize  congress  at  its  ne:.t  session  in 
behalf  of  a  statute  guaranteeing  women 
suffrag"  in  the  territories;  also  of  a  consti- 
tutional amendment  prohibiting  ;:<ditiral 
ilistinctions  on  account  of  se.x. 

Sei-ond— That  while  we  do  not  under- 
value any  form  of  agitation,  state  or 
national,  we  hold  that  practical  wom- 
en siiffrage  can  at  |U-esent  be  best 
promoted  by  urging  legislative  as  well  as 
constitutional  changes,  and  by  appealing 
to  state  as  well  as  natiiuial  authority; 
thcrefoi-i-  we  iii-','e  the  estahlishment  of  act- 
ive state  societies  in  every  state,  unite 
their  working  centers  in  the  state  capitals 
and  their  corresponding  cr>mmittees  in 
every  representa  t  ive  district. 

Third  That  in  every  state  at  each  ses- 
sion of  its  legislature  petitions  should  lie 
prei-eiiteil  hy  its  own  citizens  asking  for 
woman  suffrage  hy  statute  in  all  electif>niJ, 
and  for  all  ollicers  not  expressly  limited  tiy 
the  vvonl  male  in  the  state  constitution; 
also  for  a  constitutional  amendment 
striking  out  the  word  "male.'' 

Fourth  -That  .-chool  suffrage  having 
been  secured  for  women,  bv  statute,  in 
twelve  slates,  our  next  dem  and  should  be 
lor    full  municipal  suffaiage  hy  statute. 

Kesolved,  That  our  special  thanks  are 
due  to  Mai.  .1.  A.  lickler  and  the  majority 
of  hot h  houses  of  the  Dakota  legislature, 
whoextended  suffrage  last  spring  to  the 
women  of  that  territory,  and  we  trust  that 
the  liherty-loving  men  of  Dakota  will  se- 
cure t  he  removal  of  the  governor  who  by 
his  vein  remanded  ."iii.uoo  women  to  con- 
tinued disfrani-hiseiiient.

New  Yolk  Special:  Fi  ve  t  lioiisaiul  fieople 
were  gathered  within  the  walls  of  the  cathe- 
dral. While  the  throng  was  waiting  the 
opening  of  the  solemn  requieni  services,  the 
Papal  /oiiaves  in  gold  lace  and 
bright  uniforms  inarched  down  tho 
renter  aisle  and  took  nil  a  position 
ahoiit  t hecalafali|ue.  A  moment  laterthe 
(lo'us  of  thesacristy  wire  lliiug  (jpen,  and  a 
long  procession  of  white  ndtesand  acolytes 
filed  down  the  steps  to  the  seats  dilectlyin 
front  of  thehigh  altar.  There  was  a  mo- 
ment of  luisheil  i-\fieitaiicy  as  FutherTain- 
niel  waviil  hishands.and  then  the  stillness 
was  hrokeii  hy  priests  as  they  chanted  the 
oilier  of  t  lie  ili  ad.  Tlie  200  voices  of  the 
prie.jts  and  h  lys.  nieilowiHl  by  thedistance, 
sounded  sweet  ly  to  the  ear  of  the  waiting 
congregation.  Tlie  hoys  chanted  onelino  .)f 
thi' psi  liii  and  the  priists  the.seeond.  Then 
came  the  singing  of  Psalm  t>4.  It  was  not, 
however,  until  the  priests  caiueto  the  mis- 
erere that  till' full  ri<  liiiess  and  beauty  ol 
the  will  trained  voices  of  the  chancel  choir 
wore  brought  out.  In  all  prolialiilitynolh- 
jng  like  the  singing  of  these  priesls;ind  boys 
haseverlieen  he,-iid  in  theeity.

Ours  will  he  a  unjvLrsity  of  a  grade 
above  an.vthing  th.it  has  yet  been  alenipt- 
etl  ill  this  country.  Its  couiseof. study  will 
compare  with  the  post  graduate  courses  of 
other  higher  educational  institutions.  We 
^hall  have  no  trouhle  in  filling  our  chairs. 
The  plan  of  funding  contemplates  the  en- 
doiyment  of  each  (hair  with  S100,Q()0,  the 
interest  on  which  is  expected  to  provide 
very  handsome  salaries.  The  faculty  of 
plitlo*oi)liy  ami  theology,  of  course,  will  be 
iillod  at  oncc\  Those  of  l.aw,  science  .and 
modlrine  will  follow  unasrapidly  as  pos- 
sible, but  it  is  hardly  possible  that  more 
than  one  faculty  will  be  added   each    year. 


The  Hawkeyo  Kuhbers'  Retreat. 

Mason  City  Special:  Sheriff  Rosecrans 
has  arrived  here  aftera  week's  trip  in  search 
of  horse  thieves,  who  successfully  operated 
here,  and  reported  that  he  followed 
them  to  Boone,  where  he  lost  all  trace  of 
them  in  the  woods.  In  the  vicinity  of  Boone 
is  a  den.se  forest  covering  upwards 
of  fifty  acres,  and  this  is  known  to  be  the 
rendezvous  of  gangs  of  the  most  <les|)erate 
thieves,  desperadoes  and  conterfeiters  in 
the  Northwest.  Recently  Des  Moines  ollicers 
founda  conterfeiter's  full  outfit  there,  but 
notice  of  thedescent  of  the  officers  was  given 
the  gang  and  they  s.ifely  hid  in  the  recesses 
of  the  woods.  The  sheriff  states  that  ofthe 
many  htindi-ed  stolen  liofpes  traced  to  this 
forest  not'otie  has  ever  be^ri  recovered,  ex- 
cept when  a  raid  w-as''niade  by  a  militia 
company  a  few  years  ago,  when  thirteen 
horses  weie  recovered  and  identitie<l  by  their 
6wne'r.-!.  This  unsavory  community  vir- 
tually'live  off  fli^ir  farming  neighbors,  who 
unwilljiigly  permit  the  inroads  upon 
their   p'rodupe    siljd   stork,    knowing  that 


forcible  remonstrance  means^lhe  destruc-  ' 
tionofall  theirbelongings.if nottlieinselves.  ' 
The  principal  raids  for  horses  are  made  by 
the  gang  early  in  the  hill,  and  the  animals 
are  kept  during  tho  winter  in  underground 
stables,  and  in  the  spring  taken  in  mis 
matched  pairs  to  the  nearest  market  and 
.sold.  Kight  horsirt  stolen  in  Ccrro  Gordo 
county  within  2  months,  are  reasonably  be- 
livcd  to  be  now  in  the  possession  of  these 
knights  of  the  forest,  and  there  is  consider- 
alile  talk  of  appealing  to  the  governor  for 
military  and  to  secure  their  recovery  and  , 
arrest  of  the  freebooters,  as  the  civil  au- 
thorities are  powerlc-^s  and  at  the  mercv 
of  the  gang  when  once  deep  in  the  woo<is, 
and  consequently  timid  about  venturing 
there.

In  the  (ase  of  Dako- 
ta $32,2(»."»  of  the  amount  ($;{."i,r»O0i  certi- 
fied to  be  <lue  has  been  diricted  to  be  paid, 
and  ill  the  case  of  Colorado  no  amount 
has  been  directed  to  be  paid,  as  the  indebt- 
edness is  in  excess  of  the  amount  certified 
to  he  due.

Henry  T.  .\llen,  of  the 
Becond  cavalry,  stating  that  he  had 
arrive<l  safely  at  San  Frimcisco  after 
his  .\laska  exploration,  having  com- 
plete<i  a  journey  tlirmigh  the  regions 
of  the  fur  North,  which,  in  the  (qiinion 
of  Gen.  Mile.-i,  excelled  all  exploration  on 
the  Ami'iican  continent  since  Lewis  and 
Clarke,  and  the  world's  lecord  since  Living- 
ston. Lieut.  Allen  I.  ft  Sitka  last  Fehruary 
and  journeyed  to  t  he  north  of  tlie('o|iper 
river,  which  he  followed  until  he  reached 
the  Alaskan  range  of  inouii'ains.  These 
he  crossed  on  snow  shoes,  in  it- 
self a  marvelous  accom|>lislinient. 
For  seven  hundred  or  eight  hundred  unU% 
he  followed  the  Tennali  until  it  em|>tied  into 
the  Takon,  tie-  great  river  of  the  North,  to 
its  mouth,  .-I  (list. nice  (jf  four  hundred  or 
live  hundred  miles  more.  Cpon  the  couiple- 
ticjii  of  his  great  jouriii-y,  Lieut.  .\l!en  re- 
paired to  Fort  .'.lichael,  on  the  Behringsea, 
and  returned  on  the  steamer  Corwin,  Tho 
exploration  of  the  Tennali  and  Tak*n  riv- 
ers has  been  the  amhition  of  explorers  huig 
before  .Maska  came  into  the  possession  of 
the  I'nited  .States,  but  the  Russians  faileil 
each  time  it  was  aftempli-d.  Since  then 
several  expeditions  by  .Vmerican  ollicers 
have  ended  in  failure,  until  ainiuig  the  army 
oflicers  on  the  P.icilic  (nasts  the  fi-at  came 
to  be  (-(Misidered  well  nigh  impossible.  Lieut. 
Allen's  companiiuis  were  a  sergeant  and  an 
oflicer  of  the  sig!ial  ciups.  together  with 
Indians  vvIkjiu  he  persuaded  to  join  him.

Nor  was  the  widower  forsaken  in 
moments  of  sickness  or  when  infirmi- 
ties overtook  him.  The  devoted  An- 
na, whose  heart  had  once  turned  whol- 
ly against  him.  whose  feminine  in- 
stincts had  revolted  againsts  the 
slights  put  upon  her  mistress,  now 
testified  even  affectionate  solicitude 
for  the  changed  repentant  man.  And 
if  there  was  one  person  4n  tlie  world 
to  whom  he  ever  opened  his  lips  on  the 
subject  of  the  past,  it  was  to  his  wife's 
faithful  .servant  and  only  friend.— 
Temple  Bar. 


Great  Defeats. 

In  the  German  official  report,  1866, 
we  find*  that    400,000  men  fought  in 
the  battle  of  Koniggratz.andit  isstat- 
ed  that  the  otitposts  of  tlietwo armies 
faced  each  other  within  a  distance  of 
four   and  a  half  miles  without  either 
army  suspecting  the  near  and  concen- 
trateil  presence   of  the  other.    Clery 
has  an  excellent  chapter  on  this  head, 
though   one  would   preter  different  di- 
vision tind   definition  of  tlie.se  duties. 
Macdonald  on  the  Katzbach,  tru.sting 
to  reports  that  Blucher  was  in  retreat 
and  taking  no    precautions  to  verify 
them  with  his  cavalry,  was  surpri.sed 
on  the  march,  and  his  defeat  became 
such    a   rout    that  he  had  to  beg  the 
emperor  to  (!ome  in  person  to  restore 
matters.     In   1S70  McMahon's  right 
flank,  was  left  uu.'<treened.    The  result 
Avas,    that,  although  he  had  two  divi- 
sions of    cavalry   in    the  reserve,  his 
Fifth  cor{)8  was  surprised  and   route<l 
at   Beaumont.    In   tactics    the  same 
rule  holds  good,  for  "at  Waterloo  Na- 
poleon  neglected     to  reconnoiter  to- 
ward   Wavre,   and  became  aware  too 
late  of  the  advance  of  the  Prussians." 
The  necessity  of  constant  touch  is  ex- 
emplifietl    by    the  fact  that,  aftei-  the 
battle    of  Austerlitz,  Murat's  cavalry 
luistook    the  line  of  retreat  of  the  al- 
lied army,    and  .so  the  whole  French 
army  pursued  on  the  wrongro.id.    To 
obtain  the  touch  of  the   enemv    and 
keep  it  is  all  important  in  enabling  re- 
coiinoiters   to  hnd  out    much   about 
him.    Tins    is    best  done     by    small 
bodies,        having       great      mobility, 
under  sharp  officers  or  non  commis- 
sioned   officers.    Von    Schmidt   says: 
"The  more  the  enemy  sees  himself  sur- 
rounded by  'points'  and  patrols  only 
which  avoid  him,   but  constantly  re 
turn  again,  and  not   by   tangiblebod- 
ies,  the  more  certainly  will„every  at- 
tempt he  may  make  to  break  through 
be  frustrated,   and   the  le.ss  will  he  he 
abh;  to  avoid   perpetual   observation 
and  obtain  any   information  for  him- 
self."   Touching  the  distance  in  front 
of  an  army  that    the    .screen   should 
maintain  and  the  extent  of  front  to  be 
covered,  Clery  gives  some  useful  exam- 
ples:   "In   the    ailvance  of  the  First 
and  Second  German  armies  from  the 
Saar  to  the  Moselle,  in  1870,  the  cav- 
alry of  the    Second    arm.v  during  the 
first  day's  march  was  pushed  forward 
to  points  varying  from  fifteen  to  twen- 
ty miles  in    advance  of   the  general 
front.    Ten  raiments  were  employed, 
and  they  reconnoitered  along  a  line 
extending  from  Pont-a-Chansey  on  the 
right  to  Pfahboug  ou  the  left,  about 
sixty  miles.    This  gave  one  regiment 
to  about  every  six  miles  of  front  to  be 
reconnoitered."— Army      and     Navy 
Quarterly.

A  Poultry  Town. 

In  the  secluded  town  of  Little  Comp- 
ton,  K.  I.,  poultry  raising  is  made  a 
specialty  by  the  farmers.  Not  many 
are  new  in  the  business,  writes  a  cor- 
respondent of  the  New  England  Far- 
iner,  and  some  have  been  engaged  in 
it  many  years.  All  are  farmers,  but 
the  tilling  of  t^yj  soil  is  in  the  pouUry 
interest.  The  largest  poultry  farm 
contains  200  acres,  of  w  hich  50  acrcT 
are  devoted  to  the  range  of  fowls  aixl 
chicks.  Fifty  hens  comprise  a  colony 
and  occupy  a  separate  house.  Here 
they  (ire  fm  and  here  tHey  roost  and 
lay.  Thennmber  of  fowlson  thisfarm 
is  17,000,  and  is  made  up  of  Plymouth 
Rocks  and  Light  Brahmas.  One  man 
attends  to  all  and  has  ample  time. 
The  yield  of  eggs  is  j^)Out  l,(i00  dozen 
a  mouth,  and  they  are  ."ient  to  market 
twice  a  week,  to  Boston,  New  York  and 
Providence,  as  the  demand  comes. 
One  farmer  receives  all  the  eggs  pro- 
duced in  the  neighborhood  and  .sends 
to  market.  \n  '  the  "busy  season" 
0,000  dozen  a  week  is  not  unii.«ual. 
The  food  in  summer  is  corn,  wheat, 
barley  and  ot  hergrains;  ui  wintercook- 
ed  food,  meal  and  vegetables,  with 
beef  scraps,  and  ground  bone.  The 
cost  per  fowl  is  about  $1  per  year  and 
the  profit  on  each  is  al^o  about  $1. 
Feathers  find  a  ready  niiirket  at  8  to 
12  cents  per  pound.  During  the  year 
188  t,  the  piice  of  ejjgs  received  by  the 
farmers  averaged  22  1-2  cents  per  doz- 
en. I 

On  the  lai-ge  farm,  the  hen  as  an  egg- 
hatcher  has  Ijeen  di.scarde<l.  Four  ar- 
tificial incubutoi-8  had  produced  be- 
fore the  first  of  June  1,200  chicks.  .\r- 
tificial  brooders  are  aleo  u  ed.  Fifty 
to  75  i)cr  cent,  of  fertile  eggs  were 
hatched:  •  The  unfavorable  weather  in 
the  early  spring  reduced  the  average 
lower  than  that  of  last  year.  A  man 
who  understands  can  give  all  atten- 
tion necessary  to  an  incubator  in  30 
minutes  cbiily.  Goslings  and  ducks 
are  hatched  by  incubators  and  the  re- 
sult is  sat'sfiutory.  About  fifty  stock 
geese  are  kept  .from  which  are  lalsed  an- 
nually 500  or  600  gi-een  geesefor  mar- 
ket. The  geese  are  fattened  in  pens, 
and  the  noise  made  by  five  hundred 
all  speaking  at  once,  has  no  music  in 
it  a  mile  away.  The  (-ottageofthe 
superintendent,  however,  is  near  the 
goose  pens,  but  like  the  man  who  lived 
ne.\t  door  to  a  steam  gong,  he  is  not 
disturbed  by  the  uproar.  A  profes- 
sional goose  ulucker  can  strip  twenty 
pee.se  a  day.  lie  is  armed  with  a  leath- 
er thumb  and  a  sharp-bladed  knife. 
This  may  seem  incredibleto  the  farm- 
er who  raises  a  few  geese  for  Thank.s- 
giving,  when  the  wliole  family  may 
spend  a  day  or  two  ui  removing  most 
of  the  feathers  ft'om  one  goose.

He  gave  clerical  dinner-parties,  too, 
delighting  to  a.s.semble  round  hi-»  lux- 
urious board  alf  the  dergj-  of  the 
iieighborhoo<l.  well  pleased  also,  in 
turn,  to  -accept  invitations  to  their 
hou.ses  and  be  initiated  into  what  is 
called  good  society  generally.  The 
world  of  course  welcomed  the 
millionaire  into  tlieir  ranks.  He 
might  have  married  half  a  dozen 
times,     to     his      .social      and     moral 


do  for  the  Church  and  society,  lie  ' 
would  never  marry  again.  Clerical  la- 
dies might  get  moiiey  out  of  him.  No 
woman  would  ever  persuade  him  to 
purchase  a  wedding-ring.  These  dis- 
tractions relieved  the  tendium  of  soli- 
tude, and  if  lie  did  not  look  cheerful, 
at  least  he  invariably  wore  an  express- 
ion of  satisfaction.  He  might  well 
look  .satisfied!  He  was  satisfyinghim- 
self.  in  other  words,  as  he  "thought, 
balancing  his  moral  affairs,  and  put- 
ting him.self  on  the  right  side  of  the 
banking  book. 

Nor  was  the  widower  forsaken  in 
moments  of  sickness  or  when  infirmi- 
ties overtook  him.  The  devoted  An- 
na, whose  heart  had  once  turned  whol- 
ly against  him.  whose  feminine  in- 
stincts had  revolted  againsts  the 
slights  put  upon  her  misti-ess,  now- 
testified  even  affectionate  solicitude 
for  the  changed  repeiiiaiit  man.  And 
if  there  was  one  j)ersou  in  the  world 
to  whom  he  ever  opened  his  lips  on  the 
subject  of  the  past,  it  was  to  his  wiles 
faithful  .servant  and  only  friend.—

Maedonald  on  the  Kutzb.idi,  trusting 
to  reports  th.it  Bliidier  was  in  retreat 
and   taking  no    pre<aut  ions  to  verify 
them  with    his  (-avalry,  w.is  surpriseil 
on  the   niardi,  and  his  defe.it  became 
such    a    rout    that    he  had  to  !)»«  the 
emperor  to  come  in  iierson  to  restore 
matters.     In    IsTo   .Mc.Mahon's   right 
tlank.  was  left  unscreened.     Theresiiit 
was,    that,  .-ill hough  he  had  two  divi- 
sions  of    cavalry    in    the   reserve,  his 
Fifth  corps  was  siiriirised  and    routed 
at    Beaumont.     In    tactics    the   same 
rule  holds  good,  for  "at  Waterloo  Na- 
IJoleon    neglected      to  recomioitcr   to- 
ward   Wavic,    and  be<ame  aw.ire  too 
late  of  the  advance  of  the  Prussians." 
The  iieces.sity  of  constant  touch  is  ex- 
emplified   by    the   f.ict  that,  aftM- the 
battle    of  .Vusterlitz,  Murafs  lavalrv 
inistook    the   line  of  retreat  of  the  al- 
lied army,    and   so  the   whole  French 
army  pursued  on  the  wrong  ro.id.     To 
obtain  the  touch  of   the    enemy    and 
keep  it  is  all  important  in  en.ibiing  re- 
coiiiifiiters   to  lind   out    miK-h   about 
him.     This    is    best  done      by     sm.ill 
boilies,        having       great      mobility, 
under  sharp   othcers  or   non  i-ommis- 
sioned    olhcers.     Von    Schmidt    s.iys: 
'-The  more  the  enemy  sees  himself  sur- 
rounded by    points'  and   patrols  only 
which  avoid  him.    but    cnnst.intly  re 
turn  again,  and  not    by    tanuible  bod- 
ies, the  more   cert.iinly  will  .e\ery  at- 
tempt he  may  make  to  break  through 
be  frustrated,    and   the  h-ss  will  he  be 
able  to  avoid   perpetual   observalion 
and  obtain  any   information  for  him- 
self."    Touching  the  distaiu-e  in  front 
of  an   army  th.it    the    screen    should 
maintain  .iiid  the  extent  of  front  tol/e 
covered.  Clery  gives  some  useful  exam- 
ples:    "In    the    advance  of   the  First 
and  Second  Gerni.in  armies   from  the 
.Saar  to  the  Moselle,  in  1870,  the  cav- 
alry of  the    Second    army   during  the 
first  day's  march  was  jjiished  forward 
to  ])oints  varying  from  fifteen  totwin- 
ty    miles   iu    advance   of    the  general 
front.     Ten  regiments  were  employed, 
and   they   recounoitered  along   a  line 
extending  from  Pont-a-Chan.sey  on  the 
right  to  Pfalzboug  on   the  left,  about 
sixty  miles.    This  gave  one   regiment 
to  about  every  six  miles  of  front  fobs 
recounoitered."- Army      and      Navy 
Quarterly.

A  Poultr.v  Town. 

In  the  secluded  town  of  Little  Comp- 
toii,  R.  I.,  poultry  raising  is  made  a 
specialty  by  the  f.-irmers.  Not  many 
are  new  in  the  business,  writes  a  i-or- 
respondeiil  of  the  New  England  F.-ir- 
mcr,  and  some  have  been  eng.iged  in 
it  many  years.  All  are  farmers,  but 
the  tilling  of  \\\Si  soil  is  in  the  itoiiUry 
interest.  The  'largest  poultry  fanii 
cont.iins  2<M»  .-ures,  of  which  r>0  acre:; 
are  devoted  to  the  rjinpe  of  fowls  and 
chicks.  Fifty  hens  comprise  a  colony 
and  occupy  a  sep.irale  Ifouse.  Here 
they  .-'ire  fe<i  ;ind  here  tliey  roost  .ami 
lay.  Thenumber  of  fowlson  lliisfarm 
is  17.00(i,aiid  is  ni.-idenpof  Plymouth 
Rocks  an<l  Light  Br.'ihmas.  One  man 
.-It  tends  lo  all  and  h;is  .imiilc  time. 
The  yield  of  e^s  is  about  1  .<i00  dozen 
a  month,  .ind  they  are  sent  to  market 
twice  a  week,  to  Boston,  New  York  and 
Providence,  as  the  demand  comes. 
One  farmer  rei-eives  all  the  eggs  pro- 
duced in  the  neighborhood  .'ind  sends 
to  market.  In  the  •busy  season"' 
•  i.OOO  dozen  a  week  is  not  unusual. 
The  food  in  summer  is  corn,  wheat, 
b.irley aiidothergr.-iins; in  wintercoidc- 
e<l  food,  me.al  and  veget.-ibles,  with 
beef  scraps,  and  ground  bone.  The 
cost  per  fowl  is  about  .$1  per  year  anU 
the  ])rolit  on  eaihis  .ilso  .ibout  $L 
Feathers  lind  .i  le.idy  m.-irket  at  8  to 
12  cents  per  p(Hind.  During  the  year 
188  1,  the  price  of  eggs  received  by  the 
farmers  averaged  li2  1-2  cents  jjer  doz- 
en. 

On  the  l.-ii-ge  f.irni,  the  hen  as  an  i-gg- 
hatcher  has  bei-n  di.scarde<l.  Fourar- 
tilicial  incubators  h.id  produced  be- 
foi-e  the  tirst  of  .hine  1 .2IKI  chicks.  .\r- 
tilici.'il  broodi-rs  arc  akso  u  ed.  Fifty 
to  ".■>  per  (-cut.  of  fertile  eggs  were 
h.itched:  ■  The  unfavorable  weather  iu 
the  (>arly  sjning  reduced  the  average 
lower  than  that  of  last  year.  A  man 
who  understands  can  give  all  atten- 
tion necess.iry  to  an  incubator  in  .'JO 
minutes  d.iily.  Cioslings  ami  ducks 
are  hatched  by  incub.ators  and  the  re- 
sult is  sat-sfactory.  About  tifty  stock 
geese  a  re  kept. from  which  are  raised  an- 
nually ">00  or  000  green  geesefor  mar- 
ket. The  geese  are  f.ittened  in  jiens, 
and  the  noise  made  by  five  hundred 
all  speaking  at  once,  has  no  music  in 
it  a  mile  .-iwjiy.  The  lottage  of  t he 
superintendi'iit.  however,  is  near  the 
goose  pens,  but  like  the  in.-iii  who  lived 
next  dooi*  to  a  steam  gons.',  he  is  not 
disturbed  by  the  uproar.  ,A  profes- 
sional goose  plucker  can  strip  twenty 
peese  a  day.  He  is  armed  with  a  le.-it It- 
er thumb  and  a  .sharji-bladed  kiiit'e. 
This  may  seem  incredible  to  the  farm- 
er who  raises  a  few  geese  for  Thanks- 
giving, when  the  whole  family  may 
spend  a  day  or  two  hi  removing  most 
of  the  feathers  from  one  goose.

The    two  nations    adojited    substantially 
the  terms  proposed  by  Gen.  Grant,   and    a 
disastrous  conflict  was  averted.    The  con- 
versation drifted  into  a    consideiation    of 
his  relations  with  President  Andrew   John- 
son.    The  narrative  of  this  period  was   one 
of  the  most  graphicdescriptions  to  w  hich  I 
ever  listened,  and  it  is  unfortunate  for  his- 
tory and  posterity  that  it  cannot    be    prc- 
serve<I  as  it  was    told.    It    had    the    local 
coloring  of  conversations  with  and    state- 
ments by  the  chief  actors,  and  of  the  situa- 
tions     of     jiarties    and    jiersons    as    the 
events      occiired,      invaluable     as  a    por- 
traiture  and     estimate    of     the      times. 
I      said      in      my      address     that     Gen. 
Grant    performed  services  to  his  country 
which  were  unwritten,  quite  as  important 
as  any  that  were  recorded,   and    I   think 
this  narrative  willliear  iiieout.    This  isthe 
substance  of  the  story:  .lohiison  began  the 
day  after  the  assassination  of  Lincoln,  to 
loudly  proclaim  at  all   times  and   places, 
with  constant  reiteration,    the  shibboleth: 
"Treason  is  odious  and  must  be  punished, 
and    the    chief     rebels     shall     be    hung." 
To    give    efitct     to     this     sentiment,     as 
soon  as  he    was    inaugurated    he  insisted 
upon  the  Unite<I  States  courts  in  Virginia 
finding  indictments   against  all  the  leading 
members  of  the  confederacy.  He  also  want- 
ed  the   officers   ia  the  rebel  army  who  had 
left  tlie  regular  army  to  joia  the  rebellion, 
to  be  summarily  dealt  with   by  court  mar- 
tial.    These   movements   of    the   president 
produced      the      greatest       consternation 
throughout     the    south.     The   confederate 
leadem    appealed      to     Grant   to     jirotect 
them      in      the     parole      he     had      given. 
He  saw  Johnson  on  the  subject,  only  to  be 
informed  that  tlio   pr.sident   was,    by  the 
ConBtitutlon,    coiumander-ili  chief    of     the 
army,  and  that  anythingby  the  (oinmaiid- 
iii;}  general  in  the   lielil    was    subject  to  hi.s 
approval  or  rejection,    and  he   n-jectcd  tiit 
terms.       Gen.  tirant   urged  that  the  renns 
had    surrendered    on      these      conditions, 
disbanded  their   organizations,   submitfeil 
universally  to  the  situation,  and  were  car- 
rying   out  in  good    faith    their     part     ot 
the  agreement,    and   every    consideration 
of  both   honor    and    e;;i)edieiicy    demand- 
ed equal    good    faith    on    the    part  of  the 
government.     The  other  course  would  ha  ve 
led  to  an  endless    guerilla    warfare.     John- 
son obstinately  adhered  t..  his    view,     and 
assumed    the    authorit.v    of    cominan  l.r, 
when  Grant  flatly  till  him   that,    it    tiiere 
were  to  be  any  conit  niartials,  one  must  ho 
railed  to  try  Gea.  (uaiit  lirst;  that  he  would 
by  every  means  in  his    jiower    protect    hi^i 
parole  and  ajipeal  tocongpss  a  ml  the  coun- 
try.    In  the  halt  call  d  by  this  attitude  of 
Gen. Grant,  a  very  remarkable  change    oc- 
curred in  the  views    and    policy    of    Pr.-si- 
dent    .lohnson.      Gen.    (iraiit     diseovereil 
that    the    most     freijueut     and     favored 
visitors  to  the  White   House  were  the  men 
whom  the   president    had    proscribed.     In 
the  general's    o|)iiiioii  Johnson's    loyally 
was  subordinate  to,  if  not  entirely  depend- 
ent upon   his   inloiise   hatred   of  the  slave- 
holding  oligarchy.    He  was  a  poor  white, 
liad  been  a  journeyman  tailor,  and  m  it  with- 
standing the  distinguished  public  positions 
he  had  held,  he  couhl   not  break   through 
the    class     barriers,     and       wa.s      treated 
Bocially  with  contempt  hy  the  iiroud  aris- 
tocracy.    When  tliey  plunged  into  rebellion 
he  saw   his    opportunity.     He    believed  in 
the  power  of  the  government,    and  thought 
that   the   time  had   come    when    he  cmld 
defeat  his  enemies,  confiscate  tlieir  proper- 
ty, humiliate  their  pride,  and    possibly  do- 
gtroy  them.     The  aiisorbiiig  ambition  and 
passion   of   his  lilc  had  been  to  be  ivc  •iv'd 
iindtre.-ited  as  oneof  them  by  the  oligarchy.

•the  case  ot  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad 
Company  vs.   H.    C    Kmidson,     involvinE 
southeivst  quarter    section    25,    townshii; 
147,  range  58,  in  Griggs    caiinty,    Dakota, 
has  just  been  decided  by  the   commissioner 
of    the    general    land    otfice.      It    is    three 
years    since    this      case      was      presentetl 
to    the    department     ajid     the     decisions 
heretofore    rendereti    have    ticcn     adverse 
to  this    last    ruling,    and    in    consequence 
the    local  land    ofti.:e8    have  thrown   out 
papers    by    these    settlers.

to  the  time  when  selections  by  the  railroad' 
company   had  lieen   made.     As  the  alle'ged 
settlement  antedates  the  company's   selec- 
tion,   Mr.  Knudson  will  bei)ermitted  tofih; 
his  declaratory  statement  and  in  due  time 

make  linal  preemption  jiroof. 


What  Ho  Found  iu  Scotland. 

Rev.  Duncan  MacGregor  of  C:Tiicago,  presi- 
dent of  the  Scottish  Land  League  of  Ameri- 
ca, has  just  returned  from  a  trip  to  Scot- 
land. 

•I  find  ill  the  highlands  of  .Scotland, 
said  Mr.  Mactiregor,  "300,000  crofters, 
small  farmers,  who  have  no  leases  of  their 
ian  Is,  and  are  at  the  mercy  of  tyranical 
landlords.  I  traveled  from  Isle  to  isle 
ol  the  Hebrides,  and  saw  all  the 
crofters.  I  spoke  fifty  times  to  them  in 
Gaelic.  At  Sykc  I  held  a  tremendous  meet- 
ing that  lasted  seven  hours.  The  crofters 
are  in  the  utmost  destitution.  Some  of 
them  have  actually  to  gather  whelks  for 
their  food.  They  say  they  will 
bar  oppression  no  longer.  Queen 
Victoria,  they  say,  pretends  to  sym- 
pathize with  them,  but  they  don't 
see  any  fruits  of  it.  They  will  not  use  vio- 
lence, but  jiassive  resistance.  If  they  are 
sentenced  to  prison  they  will  not  go,  but 
thev  will  have  to  be  cariied.  The  deer  are 
so  plentiful  that  they  have  to  take  turns 
with  their  wives  keeping  them  off  their 
crops  nights.  They  intend  to  surround  the 
deer  bv  a  cordon  of  men  and  drive  them 
into  th'o  sea.  'J'he  great  cry  is,  "Down  with 
the  landlords  and  down  with  the  deer."

Knurmous  Output  of  Mlunea|>olis   Flour- 

inK  .nuu. 

The  flour  mills  at  Minneapolis  broke  their 
record,  turning  out  nearly  ISO.OOO  liarrels 
of  flour  in  one  week.  In  its  review,  the 
Northwestern  Miller  says: 

Onco  more    the   mills  have  forged  ahead 
of    all      previous      work.     They     touched 
an   output   very   little  tielow   the  20.OOO. 
barrel      goal.      This     was     nceomplished, 
too.     with      otie    mill     of     mt>«lVuin      size 
wliolly  idle.     The   flour  production   of   the 
week  was   177. SOO  liarreis— averaging  29.- 
033 barrels  daily— against  171, ION  liarreis 
the   preceding    week   and    140,000  barnds 
for  tlie  corresponding  time  in    1NS4.    This 
isanactualgain  over  the  heaviest  workdone 
labt  year  of  25,000  barrels  for  the  six  days, 
and  to  a  large  extent    is  attributed  to  the 
rapidity   with   which  new    wheat   may   bo 
ground.     As  more  of   the  new  croi)  is  used, 
:  the  greater  seems  the  capacity  of  the  mills. 
New  wheat  is  gradually  going  into  large  or 
exclusive   use,   and   as   millers   becouie  ac- 
I  (piainted  with  it  they    are   more   favorable 
in  their  expressions.     For  the  current  win-k 
two  mills  with  a  combined  capacity  of  1.3i>0 
barrels  have  been  cut  off— one  from  da  mage 
I  by  fire  and  the  other  for  repairs— so  that 
an  even  twenty  is  the  number  left  in  opera- 
tion.    They    are    uniformly    doing    heavy 
work,  Imt  it   is   more   than  likely   that  the 
output  nill  lall  offsometvhat.     Millei-shave 
be^un  to  talk    about  bhiitting  down,  and 
say   that   will   be  the  only  course   left  for 
them  to  take,    especially  it  It-eights  are  ad- 
Tanced  at   the  clo.se  of  navig.ition,   as   is 
usual.     They  claim  that  they    are  now  not 
more  than    clearing   themselves,    and  that 
flour  must  cither  go    up   or  Avheat  go  down 
before  there  can  lie  any  incentive  to  keep 
their  mills  in  operation.

And  that    makes  me  think    of  i 
your  colle.iechap  again— you'll  find  my 
feather  fan  in  the  top  bureau  drawer. 
<lear.     He    isn't    your    college    chap? 
Weil,  whatever  you  «lo,  child,  be  hon- 
est with  him  and  with  vourseif— if  you 
mean   'Yes.'   s.iv   'Yes,'- if  you  mean 
'No,'  say  'No,'— but    be    mighty   sure 
you  mean  No,'  before  you  do    say  it. 
■  You'll  have  heartaches  enough,  dear, 
without    laying  in    a    stock     of      em 
that      you     «lon't      have     any    call 
to      have.      There      was      a     good- 
looking     young     fellow     that     lived 
near  neighbor    to    us— mar  neighbor 
for  those  days,  althougli  our  nearest 
neighbor    was    two  long  miles  away— 
that  iisetl  to  hang  around  father'scab- 
in    a  good  bit.     I  kntw  what  brought 
him   there,  and   I  gue.ss  the  rest  of  the 
folks  did.

The  Cnlifornia  Gold  Discovery. 

The  man   who  discovered    gold  in 
California  in  1848  died  recently  and 
with  a  commendable  appreciation  ol 
romance,  he  died  "broken-hearted  and 
poverty-stricken."    His  death  will  re- 
call to  the  "old  Forty-niners"  and  to 
all  who  remember  the  gold  excitement, 
one  of  the  most  romantic  incidents  in 
history.    Wnen  Marshall's  child  found 
the  first  nugget  of  gold  on  the  Pacific 
slope,   Missouri  and    Arkansas  were 
the  only  States  north  ot  Texas  and 
west  of  the  Missouri  river  that  had 
been  admitted  into  the  Union,   and 
Texas  and  Iowa  were  under  their  first 
State  administrations.    The  bank  o!  . 
the  Missouri  river  was  practically  our  ! 
ultima    thule,    and     the    region     be- 
yond    the   Rocky     Mountains     was  ; 
an   unknown    land.    The    small  set- 
tlements on  the   Pacific  coast    were 
but  far  of!  colonies.    The  tide  of  emi- 
gi-at  ion  from  the  Eastern  States  had 
already  set  westward,  but  it  was  ex- 
tending only  as  the  cheap  agricultural 
lands  attrjvcted    farmers.    Rapid    as 
the  growth    of   the   West    had  been 
(Ohio,  Iliinois  and  Kentucky  were  yet 
calleil  the  West)  its  growth  had  been 
prosaic.     But  Marshall's  discovery  of 
gold   gave   it    a    romantic    imjietus. 
From    every  state   the  adventurous 
went  to    the  new  El  Dorado,  and  the 
trans-Rocky   Mountain    country   be- 
came known,  and  parts  of  it  becamt 
as  rapidly  populous  as  the  accessible 
states  along  the  Mississippi,  but  with 
another   class.      In  1850   California 
had  more  than  92,000  inhabitants, 
most  of  whom  were  adventurers;  and 
in  1860  it  had  nearly  380,000,   which 
was  the  most  rapid  increase  of  popu- 
lation in  one  decade  that  any  state 
has  made.     People    went   not   only 
from  other  states  of  the  Union,   but 
from  other  countries  as  well. 

How  much  richer  the.se  discoveries 
of  precious  metals  have    made   us    is 
only  partially  shown  by  the  relief  they 
gave  the  world  in  its  need  of  gold    and 
silver;  but  the  magnitude  of  this  con- 
tribution is  itself  romatic.    The  esti- 
mate of  the  amount  of  gold  and  silver 
produced  in  the  United  States  in  1847 
was  less  than    $890,000;    in  1848,  it 
was  $10,000,000;    in    1849,      it   was 
$40,000,000;  and  it  reached  its    high- 
est point  in  1878,  when    the    produc- 
tion was    estimated    at    more   than 
$96,000,000;  and  our  total    produc- 
tion   of  gold  and  silver  since    1847,  is 
$2,074,545,000.     Tliis    is  little    less 
than  the  total   production  of  nrecious 
metals  in    Mexico    from    the  time  of 
their  discovry  there  by  Europeans  till 
1875.

Des- 
pite    the     intellectual    and    physical 
strength  of  the  latter,  the  sotter  sex 
endureslongest,  and  will  bear  pain  to  , 
which  a  strong  man  succumbs.    Zymo- 
tic diseases  are  far  more  fatal  to  males' 
and  more  male  children  die  than  fe- 
male.   Deverga  asserts  that  the  pro- 
portion dying  suddenly  is  100  women 
to  780  men;    1,080  men  in  the  United 
States,  in  1870  committed  suicide  to 
285  women.     Intemiierance,  apoplexy, 
gout,     hydro-cephalus,    affection     ol 
tke  heart  or  liver,  scrofula,  paralysis, 
are   more   fatal    to    males     than    fe- 
males.   Pulmonary  consumption,  on 
the     other      hand,     is     more    dead- 
ly    to     the       latter.      Females      in 
the  citv  are  more  prone  to  consump- 
tion than    in    the   country.     All    old 
countriefs  not  disturbed  by  emigration, 
have  a  majority  of  lemales  in  the  pop- 
ulation.   In  royal  families  Uie  statis- 
tics show   more  daughters  than  sons. 
The  Hebrew  woman  is  exceptionally 
long-lived;  the  colored  man  exception- 
ally  short-lived.    The  married  state 
is   favorable  to   prolongation  of  life 
among  women.    Dr.  Hough  remarks 
that  there  are  from  2  to  6  per  cent, 
more   males  bom  than  females,  yet 
there  are  more  than  6  per  cent,  ex- 
cess of  females  in  the  living  popula- 
tions.   From  which  statistics  we  con- 
chide  that  all  women  who  can  possibly 
obtain  one   of   those  departing  men 
ought  to  marry,  and  that  as  men  are 
likely  to  become  very  scarce,  they  can- 
not be  sufficiently  prized  by  the  other 
sex.— Modem  Age.
